Mat it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to present to your Excellency the usual detailed annual report on 
the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for the year 1882. 

The customary abstract of the acreage under crops and the number and description 
of live stock, and tables relating to the produce of the crops, have already been laid 
before your Excellency and presented to Parliament, the former in the month of 
September, 1.S82, and the latter in the December following. 

I regret that, owiug to the disturbed state of some parts of the country, and 
consequent inability of the authorities to spare the services of the men of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary in the usual way, the abstracts above referred to were somewhat 
delayed, and also in some particulars imperfect; and that, for the same reasons, this 
report is not complete in all its parts, as it was found impossible to obtain the necessary 
returns for the counties of Limerick and Clare. In order, however, that the averages 
for the whole of Ireland might be struck on sound and fair principles, the returns for 
those two counties for the year 1881 have been inserted in the tables. The returns 
for all other parts of Ireland possess their usual accuracy of detail. 

An examination of the details contained in the accompanying tables does not tend to 
modify, in any way, the unfavourable remarks contained in the observations which I 
submitted to your Excellency in December last, when presenting my report on the 
result of the harvest of 1882.

The area under Crops (including meadow and clover), in 1882, compared with 1881 
shows a decrease of 114,039 acres ; while there is an increase of 296 acres under Woods 
and Plantations, of 61 acres under Fallow, of 79,481 acres under Bog, Waste, W ater, Sc., 
and of 34,201 acres under Grass. . , 010 

Of the 4, 787.52S acres given as under “ Bog Waste, Water, &c., in 1882, 1,818,48 7 
acres were enumerated as “Bog and Marsh,” 2,095,812 acres as " I Barren Mountain 
Land,” and 873,229 acres as “Water, Roads, Fences, &c. Compared with 1881 Bog 
and Marsh” appears to have increased 98,461 acres, “Barren Mountain Land shows an 
apparent decrease of 21,860 acres, and “ Water, Roads, Fences, &c., an increase of 2,880 
acres 

The area and proportionate extent of each crop in 1881, and 1882, with the increase or Acreage 
decrease in the latter year, are given in the following Table (I.), from which it appeal “demnep,, 
that the crops of 1882, compared with 1881, show a total decrease in cereals ol 20,438 “ 

acres, wheat having decreased by 970 acres, and barley by 22,839 acres, while oats 
increased by 3,995 acres, and bere and rye by 74 acres. 

Tn green crops there is a total decrease of 21,063 acres, potatoes having decreased by

17,375 acres, against an increase of 34,642 acres in the previous year ; mangel wurz 1 J 
beet root by 8,522 acres, vetches and rape by 1,630 acres ; turnips by 1,142 acres 6 a 
carrots, parsnips, and other green crops by 738 acres; while cabbage increased by 8 344 a c an<1 
Flax shows a decrease of 33,661 acres, and meadow and clover a decrease of 38,8*77 acr 1 ^ 8 ” 
In 1882, 34-6 acres in every 100 under crops were under cereals, 24-6 under eree ' 
crops, 2-2 under flax, and 38'6 under meadow and clover. ° n 

Varieties of Potatoes. — The tables in the Appendix relating to the potato crop point to several 

Potatoes. important conclusions. It will be observed (See Appendix, Table A, p. 66) that of the 
837,918 acres planted with potatoes, 707 per cent, belong to one variety, namely 
“ Champions,” showing a large increase of this variety on the previous year/ although 
even at that period this variety occupied the first place. Of the total area under 
potatoes 7 - 6 per cent, was under Skerry Blues, 67 percent, under White Rocks, 57 per 
cent, under Flounders, 3 - 3 per cent, under Scotch Downs, 07 per cent. underYeather 
Coats, 0 - 9 per cent, under Kemps, 0‘6 per cent, under Brown Bocks, and 3-8 per cent 
under all other varieties. It will be seen by a reference to Table C of the Appendix 
that not only was the Champion variety the one planted in greatest quantity, but that it 
was the most prolific in its yield. 

Table C also points out which are the best potato-growing districts in Ireland and 
also the varieties which appear to thrive best in particular counties. 

Of the total extent under tillage in 1882, 82’6 per cent., or over four-fifths were under 
three crops — oats (27‘5), potatoes (16'5), and meadow and clover (38'6).

Tables showing the extent of land under crops in 1882 bv Counties and Provinces, and 
by Poor Law Unions, and from 1873 to 1882 by Counties and Provinces, are given at 
pages 22, 26, and 34 respectively. 

The extent of land under grass in 1882 ( exclusive of that under meadow and clover) was 
10,109,625 acres, or 497 in every 100 of the entire country, against 10,075,424 acres or 
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in 1881. The relative proportions under grass in each Province were 
4 . ^funster 54-7 per cent, in 1882, and 55'0 per cent, in 18S1 ; Leinster 53 T per 
? in 1882 and 53*1 in 1881 ; Connaught 47*9 in 1882, and 48*6 in 1881 ; and Ulster 
foV nP r cent 5 in 1S82, and 41‘2 in 1881. , . _ . 

There appears to l.ave been a decrease of pasture land in 1882 in Munster o 0 3, and in Gr«„,g 
Connaught of 0'7 per cent., and an increase in Leinster of 0'6 per cent., and in Ulster of 0 8 1882 

pe 0f e the counties— Clare, Limerick, Meath, and Westmeath had each above 60 acres in 
— 100 of their entire area under grass; Fermanagh, Kildare, Kilkenny, Leitrim, 

Roscommon, and Tipperary had above 55 and under 60 acres ; Carlow, Cavan, Cork, 

Tnnoford Slim, Waterford and Wexford hadirom 50 to 55 acres; Antrim, Dublin, Galway, 
y " King’s, Londonderry, Monaghan, Queen’s, Tyrone, and Wicklow had above 40 and 
under 50 awes ; and Armagh, Donegal, Down, Louth and Mayo, had over 30 and under 40 
"““in every 100 acres under grass in 1882. Only 321 per cent, of the total area of Donegal 
was enumerated in 18S2 as under grass, while Meath shows the highest percentage, 67’9. 

The area of each County and Province, and the extent and per-centage under grass

is as already stated, a little under one-half. It appears from the succeeding Table (11.) to 1882 . 
tore decreased from 51’3 per cent of the total area in 1873 to 49 ’7 m l 882 though m 
the intermediate years it rose as high as 517 per cent, in 18/6, but fell to 49 8 m 
1878 and rose to 50 '4 in 18S0. _ . * Q . 

In Crops a decrease lias taken place in the ten years — from 5,270,/ 46 acres in 1873, 
ro 5,081,336 acres in 1882, or nearly one per cent, of the total area. 

Fallow or uncropped arable land numbered 1 3,455 acres m 1873, and 21,265 1 acres ml 882. 

Woods and Plantations exhibit a slight increase m the decade, viz., from 323,656 

^In “Boff Waste? Water, &o.” an increase is shown— from 4,306,905 acres in 1873, 
to 4,787,528 acres in 1882, or 2*4 per cent, of the total area. Since .187 7, it must be 
borne in mind, that the area under this head includes a large quantity of coarse mountain 
pasturage which may have been formerly returned as Grass.

PART II.— THE PRODUCE OF THE CROPS. 

The Tables relating to the produce of the crops have been carefully compiled from Mode of col- 
information obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and of the Metropolitan 
Police from practical farmers and other persons qualified to form an opinion as to the p roduce< 
yield in that Poor Law Electoral Division, for which they were requested to afford the 
information. The names and residences of the parties so Co-operating and assisting are 
stated by the Enumerators on the Returns. , . 

Prior to 1856 the rates of produce were procured for Sub-Inspectors’ districts instead 
of Poor Law Electoral Divisions as at present. The latter arrangement was adopted in 
1856, with a view to insure greater accuracy in the Returns ; the Poor Law Electoral 
Division being of much smaller area, an increased number of average rates was obtained, 
and thus additional means were afforded for arriving at a more accurate return of the 
actual produce of the several crops.

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At the period of the enumeration in 1882, the total number of horses in Trel ri 
was 539,465, being a decrease of 8,889 compared with 1881. There was a decreas^ f 
5,693 in the number “two years old and upwards,” of 6,123 in the “one year-old 
and under two,” while there was an increase in those “under one year” of 2 327 

Mules numbered 26,460, being 68 more than in 1881, and asses amounted to 187 782 
being an increase of 639 on the previous year. ’ ~ J> 

Horses, Mules and Asses taken together numbered 730,117 in 1873, and 753 707 m 
1882, being an increase in the decade of 23,590, or 3'2 per cent. 

Cattle numbered 3,987,211 in 1S82, showing a total increase of 30,616 on the number 
enumerated in 1S81 ; in the “two years old and upwards” there was a decrease of 
17,6S8, and in those “under one year ” there was an increase of 42,039, and in the 
“one year old and under two” of 6,265. Taking the ten years 1873 to 1882, cattle 
decreased in number from 4,147,102 in 1873, to 3,9S5,120 in”l878, rose to 4,06 7 778 in 
1879, and decreased in the present year to 3,987,211, as already stated. 

Sheep amounted to 3.071,755 in 1882, showing a decrease of 184,430 on the previous 
year; the “ one year old and upwards” decreased by 164,807, and those “ under one 
year” by 19,623. 

Comparing 1873 with 1882 there has been a decrease in the number of sheep of from 
4,484,520 in the former to 3,071,755 in the latter year. 

Pigs were returned as 1,430,12S in 1SS2, an increase of 334,298, or 30'5 per cent, on 
the previous year. The “one year old and upw-ards” increased by 39,306, and those 
“ under one y ear ” by 294,992. 

Comparing the number of pigs returned in the ten years from 1873 to 1882, the highest 
number was enumerated in 1877, 1,468,712, and the lowest in 1880, 850,269. 

Goats numbered 263,272 in 1882, being 2,806 less than in 1881, and 20,583 more 
than in 1873. 

The number of poultry in 1SS2 was 13,999,096, being 26,670 more than in 1881, and 
2,135,941 more than in 1873. Of the 13,999,096 poultry in 1S82, 874,947 were turkeys ; 
2,142,054 geese ; 3,009,659 ducks ; and 7,972,436 ordinary fowl. 

Compared with 18S1 turkeys decreased by 957, geese by 59,243, while ducks increased 
by 36,926, and ordinary fowl by 49,944. - 

Estimating the geese and turkeys at an average market price of 3a. each, and" ducks 
and ordinary fowl at 2s. Qd. per pair, the poultry in Ireland at the time of enumeration 
in 1882 would represent a total value of £1,138,931.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 

The following particulars have been extracted from Returns of Meteorological 
Observations taken during the years 1870-82, at 40, Fitzwilliam-square, West, Dublin, 
by J.W. Moore, m.d.,Univ.Dub.,f.k.q.c.p.,f.m.s., Observer at Dublin for the Meteorological 
Office, London : — 

The mean Atmospherical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the barometer at 9 A.M. 
and 9 p.m., corrected and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit at the mean sea level. The Mean Temperature 
values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the thermometer in the shade by 
Kaemtz’s Formula, viz., min. + {max. — min. x -41} =Mean Temperature. The per-centage Amount of 

Cloud has been deduced from observations made three times daily at 9 A.M., 3 p.m., and 9 P.M. — for the 

years 1870-1874 inclusive, and from observations made twice daily — at 9 A.M. and 9 P.M. — for the years 
1875-1882 inclusive. The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 A.M. A rainy day is one on which at 
least one-hundredth (-01) of an inch of rain falls within the twenty-four hours from 9 A.M. to 9 a.m. 

The Mean Height of the Barometer during the year 1882 was 29-881 inches. The highest observed 
reading was 30-935 inches, at 10.30 p.m. on January 18th. The lowest observed reading was 28-718 
inches, at 7.30 A.M., on March 1st. The extreme range of atmospherical pressure was, therefore, 
2-217 inches. 

The Mean Temperature of the year, deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the 
thermometer in the shade by Kaemtz’s formula, was 48-9°. The highest reading was 71’4° on 
August 1st; the lowest reading was 13-3° on December 13th and 14th. The average mean 
temperature for the years 1870-81, calculated in the same way, was 48-6°. The mean temperature, 
deduced from the daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 A.M, and 9 P.M., was 49-4°.

Carlow County. BagmahtoumD.—All thecrops iu 
tMs district were good this year. The potato crop, 
although a good one, was not so good as last year, 
owing to the heavy rain. Carlow D . — The decrease 
in the produce this year is generally attributable to 
the continual rainy season, together with the cold- 
ness of the climate. The corn crops produced an 
abundance of straw, but the grain did not ripen till 
rather late, and consequently had a poor yield. On 
soil having gravelly beds the yield was somewhat fail-, 
but the soil having beds of clay of a retentive nature, 
yielded very poorly. The potato crop suffered from 
similar causes. The champion suffered least, while 
the Scotch Downs suffered most. Mangold, turnip, 
&c., are a light yield, especially the --turnip, attribut- 
able to same causes— i.e., cold and rain which caused 
the seeds either to burst or perish. On the whole 
the general opinion is that the cold and rainy season 
is the principal cause for the decrease in the yield 
of the crops in this district. Tullow D . — I beg to re- 
port that of cereal crops produced in this district this 
year, the quantity of straw in each kind is much greater 
than that produced in hist or former years. The 
quantity of grain produced in the wheat crop, 
which consisted of about one-third of the whole grown 
in the district, is about one-third less than the pro- 
duce of last year, and the quality is also inferior. 
Ibis deterioration is attributed to heavy rainfalls in 
Juiy, during the blossoming, and to heavy rains there- 
after, and want of heat and warmth of sun. Barley 
which is a tender crop, is greatly inferior tMs year! 
both in quantity and quality, as compared with last, 
owing to heavy rains lodging the stalk, and seri- 
ously damaging the ripening of the grain. Oats is a 
full crop and I should think, equal to the produce iu 
gram oi last year, and superior as to growth in straw • 
but the gram tMs year is inferior in quality— some 
of the causes above mentioned have contributed to this 
uK 2 a, 6 green cro P s ’ P otatoes > as to yield, are 
about half the crop of last year— the quality is aver- 
agely good. Turnips are equal to last year’s crop, so 
are mangolds and carrots. Cabbages are a good crop 
and aremiich grown in the district. Hay is tMs year 
about double the produce of last, but owing to heaw 
rams, during the time of saving, large quantities of it 
have been lost; and in many instances it has not 
realised the rent of the soil producing it.

Wexford County. Enniscorthy D . — The several 
crops promised a good yield, hut the wetness of the 
season, and want of sunshine, have marred the too 
spect ; and the inclemency of the weather, especially 
tor tlio last week, lias prevented the corn, &c., from 
being brought from the fields to the haggards, and the 
potatoes cannot he got out of the land. Matters are 
hegmimig to look serious. Gorey B.— The crops in 
general tins year are far below the average.' Th e ex- 
treme humidity and great scarcity of sunshine are I 
consider, the chief causes of this. Taking the crops 
separately hay has been a very fair crop, and where 
cut and saved in the fine weather the yield was most 
satisfactory. A great quantity, however, was dam- 
aged considerably by the constant rain. The oat crop 
was . very uncertain. In some places the yield was 
very good, but in general it was blighted— particularly 
the black oats. Other cereals were a fair crop, some 
wheat being particularly so. Potatoes, so far as re- 
regards quantity, were better than the average; but 
the constant rain caused great numbers to rot, and the 
blight destroyed many. The champion potato has 
now run its course. It has not resisted rot or blight 
more than other kinds, and new seed is much needed. 
Want of sun has, in a great measure, destroyed the 
bean crop, hut mangolds, turnips, and carrots are a very 
fair crop — the rain being rather advantageous to them. 
N eu>' Boss D. — The grain crop, particularly oats, is not 
considered on the whole a good yield, which is attri- 
butable principally to the wetness of the season. The 
season, however, has favoured the root crop causing a 
veiy fair average. The good yield in potatoes is 
owing to the introduction and extensive sowing of 
champions. Where old seed has been used the yield 
has been a poor one. Taghmon D. — The average pro- 
duce per acre this year was deemed fair enough, hut 
the late terribly inclement weather has fallen very 
heavily on all kinds of crops — especially on barley, 
much of which is grown, and is now lying out in the 
fields sprouting green. Wexford D. — The deficiency 

in the crops has been caused by the exceptionally bad 
weather of the past summer and autumn. 



W estmeath Oounty. BaUynacargy D.—l consider 
-that the bad yield in the potato crop was principally 
•caused by the wet season. In this part of the country 
there were last year fully three tons of potatoes in the 
space of land that this year would scarcely have one 
ton. The turf (fuel) is very bad this year from the 
same cause — wet season. The oats is- a fair crop, and 
so is the hay, but turnips and mangel wurzel are 
very bad — I attribute the cause to this wet season. 
Castlepollcurd D. — The crops in this district are 
fairly average. Potatoes and oats suffered in many 
cases from the wet season, and in the case of oats from 
storms in harvest. Hay is abundant, and root crops 
fair. On the whole, as compared with last year, the 
deficiency is caused by bad weather in summer and 
harvest. Kelvin D. — The potato crop this year is 
little more than half the yield of last year ; turnips 
about quarter less; mangold about half less; oats 
about qnaiter less ; hay is a plentiful crop, about. fifty 
per cent, more in yield than last year, but it has been, 
generally, badly saved. The failure of the potato 
crop is attributed partly to the frost in the early part 
of the season, and to the cold and wet weather 
generally prevalent since, which has also affected the 
other crops. KUbeggan D. — The bad yield of all the 
crops in this district may be attributed to the wet 
season. Moate D. — I consider the bad yield of crops 
in general mainly due to the bad state of the weather. 



Wicklow County. Bray D. — I believe that the 
yield of the various crops this year (with the excep- 
tion of hay) is bad on the whole, and in some 
electoral divisions in this district, not much more than 
half that of last year. The probable cause for the de-- 
ficiency was the incessant rain almost the entire year, 
and also the unusual coldness of the summer. There 
was a splendid hay crop, but a good deal of it was 
injured by the rain. Dunlavin D. — The potato crop is 
considered poor in this district, owing to too much rain 
during the summer. Hay and oats were an average 
good crop, hut have not produced good yield as the 
weather did not permit their being saved properly. 
Tinahely D. — F-believe the cause of the yield of most 
of the crops in the district being deficient, is attribut- 
able to the constant wet season which has generally 
affected all crops except the hay, which is behoved to 
he a good crop, although considerable difficulty was 
found in saving it. Wiekow D. — The produce of the 
several crops in this district, so far as the grain crops 
are concerned, is not as good as former years, owing 
to the very heavy rain during the summer months. 
The hay, although a heavy crop, was much damaged 
after being cut, by the bad weather. The potato 
crop is not nearly so good as last year, neither are the 
turnips, mangolds, &c., up to the average of former 
seasons, which is also attributed to the unfavourable 
season. 
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Clare County. IMlyvayhtn D. — T attribute the 
crootl and bad yield of the several crops to the humidity 
of the season, and also, in the case of potatoes, to the 
general lateness of the sowing of them. Ennis J ). — 
The potato crop is not nearly equal to that of last year. 
This can only bo accounted for by the excessive rain- 
fall. Cereals are good, but have suffered damage from 
the constant wet. The violent storm of six weeks ago 
added considerably to the damage done to these crops. 
The hay crop was abundant, hut great difficulty was 
experienced in saving it on account of the wot weather, 
and the value of the. crop is a good deal decreased in 
consequence. Root crops are not good, and decidedly 
inferior to those of last year. The bad weather must 
also be put down as the cause of the failure of these 
crops. Ennistimon D. — The produce of crops, espe- 
cially of potatoes this year, is very had in consequence 
of the wet and stormy weather which prevailed more or 
less from the spring to the present time. Killaloe D. 
The bad yield of crops, especially potatoes and tur- 
nips in this district, in my opinion, is owing to tho 
wetness of the season. Sixmilcbridge D. — Owing to 
the wet season, the crops hero have been very bad, and 
thepeople consider thatitwill be a very bad year. Tulla 
J). — The only cause assigned in this district for the 
bad yield is the constant wet, and bad drainage. 

Cork County, E.R., BaUincollig D. — Where the 
land is dry there lias been a very good return of the 
various crops, but where tho land is not so, the 
yield has not been so good. OfuirleviUc D. — The yield 
of the various crops this year has been bad, chiefly 
owing to the very unsettled weather which prevailed 
during the autumn. Some farmers hardly consider it 
worth while to dig their potatoes out of the ground. 
Another cause is, no doubt, the state of the country, 
which prevented farmers from sowing as much as for- 
merly. Cork, North D . — The wheat, oats, and barley 
crops decreased in yield, owing to tlie season being wet, 
and not having been sown in proper time. The potato 
crop yielded badly, owing to frost in mouth of May, 
and an early visitation of blight. Tlie hay crop was 
almost as good in yield as usual, having grown well 
owing to the moisture. Mangel-wurzel, turnips, and 
cabbage yielded fairly, having been sown in proper 
time and well attended to. Cork, South D. — The bad 
yield in wheat, oats, and barley in this distinct was 
caused by the wet season, the grain not having filled 
properly. The potato crop was not as good as in 
former years, owing to frost in the month of May, and 
an early visitation of tlie blight. Hay yielded fairly, . 
having grown well owing to wet weather. Mangel- 
wurzel produced a good average yield, as did also tur- 
nips and cabbage, &o., they having been sown in time, 
and then properly attended to. Eermoy D. — Favour- 
able weather has been the cause of good crops during 
this year. Kanturk D. — There is a general decrease 
in all the crops in the several electoral divisions in 
this district, owing, I am infoimied, to the continual 
wet season in this part of the country. Kinsale D. — 
The yield of the various crops has been good, pro- 
bably in consequence of the continued dry weather 
during the summei’. Mallow D. — The crops have been 
fair on the whole. Middleton D. — Tlie crops through- 
out this district were far beyond the average. Hay 
veiygood, and in great abundance. Ditto, oats. Bar- 
ley was a heavy crop, but in many instances spoiled 
by the rain at commencement of summer. Potatoes 
good, hut I hear now of blight in many places. 
Mitchedstoum D . — The only crop in which any marked 
falling off appears is the potato, and this is entirely 
due to the exceptionally wet season. Queenstown D. — 
The harvest this year has, with the exception of 
“ hay’’ been below the average. The wet weather, 
which continued until the middle of July, injured most 
of the grain crops, especially wheat. The oat crop went 
too much to straw, and is not a good crop. Potatoes 
were good up to the beginning of October, but the wet 
weather which has since prevailed has materially 



injured them, and I have seen some fields being dug 
out, the value of tlie produce of which would hardly 
repay the cost of the labour. The “ Champions ” are 
beginning to show more signs of disease than in former 
years. Hay was dear- until the middle of July, when 
fine weather setting in for a while caused an abundant 
crop. Only that there was unusually fine weather in 
September, the harvest this year would have been bad. 
Youghal D. — The potato crop is much inferior to that 
of past two years, wliich is attributable to had weather. 
Yield of com good, but quality inferior when com- 
pared with last year, also attributable to the weather. 

Cork County, W.R.. Bcmdon D. — The present 
has been a good agricultural year. The potato crop 
promised exti-emely well up to the early autumn, when 
a period of wet weather caused a good deal of disease. 
It will he noticed that the “ Champion” still gives the 
largest produce. The price at present is higher than 
usual. The hay crop is very fine, owing to the abun- 
dance of rain ; and the quantity of feeding grass .lias 
been, and still is for the time of year, very unusually 
large. The price of cattle, the principal source of 
wealth in this district, is high. Corn of all kinds 
promised to be a very fine crop, and is cei*tainly above 
average, though there are many disappointments in the 
yield, owing to the ears, though long and large, not 
being filled with grain. The rainfall of the summer 
was a little too great for a very large com and potato 
crop, though hay, grass, roots, and cabbages are un- 
usually good. Bantry D. — The grain crop was much 
injured by wet weather, which lessened the produce 
considerably. The produce of the potato crop was re- 
duced about two-thirds by blight. Castletown-Bere D. 
— Tho rates of produce for the several electoral divi- 
sions were low, on account of the greater part of my 
district being barren mountain land, very poor, and 
unable to yield good crops, generally manured with 
seaweed. Clcmaldlty JD. — Tlie yield of the . crops in 
this district is this year over the average, which, I am 
informed, is the result of favourable weather acting 
on a good soil.. Dunmanway JD. — It appears that the 
crops are not as good as last year. Potatoes, turnips, 
mangolds, and grain crops suffered much from a late 
spring and constant wet weather. The potato crop, 
though very much inferior to that of last year, is a fair 
crop. Hay is a fail 1 crop. Wet weather appears to have 
been very detrimental to the crops this year. 
Macroom D. — I attribute the good yield of the various 
crops to good ground, good cultivation, and favourable 
weather ; and to the opposite conditions I attribute the 
bad yield. Skull JD.— The yield of the various crops 
is about the average, excepting potatoes and wheat. 
Along the seashore there has been a marked decrease 
in the potato crop of this year, compared with ’81 ; and 
this is attributed to the bad weather which prevailed 
early in the year, and the blight appears to have taken 
effect while the potato was young. Wheat does not 
appear to be up to the average this year, owing to the 
unseasonably nature of the weather ; but this is not a 
wheat-growing district, and, as far as the cultivation 
of crops is concerned, is not, except in a few thriving 
spots, far advanced beyond its primitive condition. 
Skibbereen JD. — In this district the yield of all crops 
was good. This is attributable to climatic influences 
only. Seed-time was dry and favourable for farm- 
in" operations, and during the whole period of growth 
the temperature was equable, without excess of 
moisture. The style of farming in this locality is very 
bad, especially as regards weeds, which are permitted 
to grow with the crops unchecked, and then, when the 
crop is saved, immense masses of weeds are burned, 
which if collected and allowed to rot would form valu- 
able manure. I passed a field in which potatoes were 
being dug last week.. The weeds were neatly collected 
in heaps of, say, 7 cwt. to 9 square yards ; these will 
be let dry and then burned at great loss, while if all 
were Carted into a mass each heap would give over 
2 cwt. of valuable manure. Of course, it^ would be 
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better still if the tillage had been such as to prevent 
the ground being exhausted by the growth of these 
weeds. A system of small prizes for well-managed 
farms would do much to improve the system of agri- 
culture in this province. 

Kerry County. C alter avoeen D . — The yield of crops 
is bad, the probable cause being the wet season. Dingle 
D . — I believe that all the crops have been fairly suc- 
cessful, and have mostly been well saved. The hay 
crop is unusually heavy, due to spring rains, and in 
the majority of cases was well saved, but some was 
spoiled by storm and rain. The potato crop is dis- 
eased (especially the Champion unrenewed seed in poor 
ground) in some spots. The Champions are hollow 
and gluey when boiled, and are not adapted to poor 
qu ality ground or peaty soil. This is mostly a pasture- 
farming district, and the crops are unimportant. 
Kenmare D . — -The principal crops grown in this district 
are — hay, oats, potatoes, turnips, and mangolds. Hay 
is an average crop. The remainder of the crops are 
under an average, and the probable cause is the “ wet 
season.” Killwmey D . — I consider that the excep- 
tionally wet season has nearly everything to say to the 
poor yield of the various crops in this district. The 
crops have not been bad, but, on the other hand, they 
are not as good as they were last year. Listowel D . — 
The deficiency of the crops in some of the electoral 
divisions is to be attributed to the wetness of the 
summer, and the effect it had on a moist soil. Tralee 
D — The bad yield of the various crops generally is 
attributable to the excessive rains of last summer. 

Limerick County. BpnffD.— The produce in every 
description of crop grown in this district is very little 
more than half of what the produce was in 1881. The 
potato crop is only estimated this year to about one- 
third of what it was last year and the year before 
(1880), The cause assigned is the inclement season. 
I may say of the hay crop it was most abundant, but 
the difficulty in saving it was so great that one-tliird 
of it is only fit for litter. The produce in butter is 
fully one-eighth less than last year. I regret I cannot 
go further into detail on the subject of this report. I 
was unable to give the matter so much attention 
throughout the year, owing to the other laborious and 
' pressing duties of my district, as I would have other- 
wise done. Kiljina/ne D . — I attribute the cause of the 
bad crops this year, in this part of the country, to the 
constant rainy weather during the summer and autumn. 
Hay was the only productive crop we had about here. 
The oat crop was lodged, and yielded badly in conse- 
quence. Limerick D . — The yield is very fair. New- 
castle D . — The crops generally were a good average, 
but the corn suffered much in quality and quantity by 
the recent continuous wet. The potatoes suffered very- 
much from the same cause, and in wet, low grounds 
there will scarcely be any yield. New Pallas D.~ 
The crops in the several electoral divisions of this dis- 
trict were bad, and the failure is entirely attributable 
to the season having been so wet. Rathkeale D.— 
The mciemency of the spring and summer was the 
chief cause of bad crops. 

Tipperary County, H. It. Borrisokane D. — The 
average produce is less this year than last year in all 
crops, excepthay. The falling off is caused by the wetness 
of the summer and constant heavy rains when the crops 
were ripening. Newport D . — Owing to the wet nature 
of the early season the potato crop is, I believe, not up 
to the standard of last year. I believe also there was 
more damage done by the blight than last year 
and that owing to the cheap rate at which they were 
sold last year scarcely so much ground was set 
with them this year. I believe most of the other 
crops average much the same, andon thewhole have been 
good. Nenaglt D.— The crops were as a rule very 
good, with the exception of potatoes. This crop has 
suffered very much from disease, and the yield has in 
many cases not been nearly so good as last year. The 
early part of the season was suited to the grain crops

I am of opinion 
tins is to be attributed to the inclemency of the sum- 
mer, as the seed generally planted in the district was 
the same kind as that sown in 1881, viz. the Cbam- 
pion. T/mrles D . — The yield of crops this season is 
generally bad, owing principally to the past very wet 
weather. Potatoes very bad ; oats fair; turnips not 
as heavy a crop as usual ; mangolds fair; not much 
wheat sown. Hay was a good crop, but badly saved 
for the reason above stated. 



. Tipperary County, S.JEL. Ballynonty D.~ The 
yield of the various crops in this district is much less 
tliis year than last, in consequence of the rainy season. 
Cahir D.— The several crops in this district are only 
light average crops, and the deficiency can only be 
accounted for by an unfavourable, inclement season, 
particularly as regards crops in low and mountainous 
districts. Carrick-on-Suir D. — The probable cause 
affecting the yield of this year’s crops may be attri- 
buted to climatic influences. Cashel D. — Of the cereal 
crops, wheat very bad ; small yield and bad quality. 
Barley fair. Oats good, but late, and somewhat in- 
jured, owing to wet harvest. To the cold, wet spring 
and bad ripening weather is attributable the bad wheat 
crop and the generally inferior quality of barley and 
oats. Hay crop very good, but badly saved, owing 
to continued wet. Mangolds fair. Turnips bad, the 
constant moisture causing them to run to leaf, and not 
bulb properly. Potatoes a bad yield as compared with 
last year, though, perhaps, otherwise an average crop. 
The quality, however, inferior, nearly all the commoner 
kinds being attacked more or less with blight. The 
Champions and Magnum Bonurns withstood the blight, 
but the tubers are small and generally damp, owing to 
want of sufficient heat to bring them to maturity. 
Dwndrum D . — I consider the bad yield of various 
crops is owing principally to the wetness of the season. 
Clonmel D. — The good or bad yield of the various crops 
may be attributed to the excessive wet of the season. 
Tippera/ry D. — The crops in this distinct have yielded 
a very fair return, there being good growth during the 
season ; but, on account of a large fall of rain, hay is 
not in general properly saved, and potatoes are of an 
inferior quality. 

Waterford County. Cappoquin D. — There is a 
falling off in the produce of the various crops, owing 
to the wet season. Dungarvan D . — The crops this year 
are not so good as last year, but the yield is an average 
one. The crops that suffered most from wet was hay, 
which is under the average, and oats grown in cold, 
poor land, which was not ripe until it was injured by 
the storm. Turnips are also under the average, caused 
by the wet season. This being a rather mountainous 
district, the crops are not so good as in other more 
favoured localities. Still I consider that there is a fair 
average crop of all kinds. Portlcm D. — With the 
exception of potatoes, there has been, in my opinion, 
a fair average crop. As regards potatoes, the crop has 
not been so good owing to the wet season. 
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Antrim County. Antrim D. — In my opinion the 
probable cause of the good yield this year was the 
gene, •ally favourable weather. Ballymena D. — The 
inferior crop of potatoes is duo to the early appearance 
this season of “ blight,” caused probably by the dark, 
damp, close weather in July and August. The moist 
summer favoured the growth of hay, cereals, and 
green crops, but insufficiency of sunshine retarded the 
saving of the hay crop and ripening of cereals. Bally- 
money D. — After careful inquiry I find the decrease 
in the yield of the crops this season is attributed to 
the wet and cold summer ; in the potato crop, especially, 
it is due to the cause already stated : an earlier attack 
of the potato disease, than in former years. Belfast, 
North I). — The only complaints I heard as to the 
foiling oft’ in any crop were principally regarding the 
potatoes, and the cause assigned was the unfavourable 
weather in June and July. Oats and hay have proved 
a good yield, the latter fully one-fourth more than that 
of last year. The fanners attribute this to the rather 
favourable weather for this crop which prevailed in 
the months of April and May. Belfast, South 1 ). — 

I consider the indifferent yield this year is attributable 
to the cold and wet of the early summer. Carriok- 
fergus D. — I find that the general opinion held is that 
the bad yield in all crops, except hay, is attributable 
to the wet season. Oats was late in sowing owing to 
the wet spring, and afterwards suffered considerably 
from the storms that swept over the country. It is 
also complained that there was not enough of sun to 
ripen it. Potatoes were late in planting for a similar 
reason, and did not grow well in the wet ground, while 
it is stated that the failure, or blight, was observable 
one month earlier than in previous years. The yield 
of the turnip crop is not so generally complained of, 
although in some lucidities it is very poor. Mangel- 
wurzel was a fair yield, and the flax crop is considered 
fair. Meadow hay is a good yield for the same reason 
that the other crops are bad, namely, the wet season. 
Glenarm D. — The bad yield of the potato crop in this 
district is attributed to the very wet season that has 
been this year along the coast, which prevented the 
potatoes coming to perfection. Lisburn D. — The cause 
of the bad yield of various crops in this distinct can 
only be attributed to the very wet season taking such 
effect on low-lying grounds. Where good yield appears 
in the returns, it occurs on high, dry, and sandy ground. 

Armagh County. Armagh D. — The bad yield of the 
various crops in this district is attributed to unfavour- 
able weather when putting in and taking out the crops. 
LurganJ). — I consider the low yield of the various crops 
in the several electoral divisions in this district was 
caused by the very wet summer we had, the land in 
most parts being stiff and low-lying, convenient to 
Lough Neagh. I may add that the potato crop was 
nearly a total failure, except the Champions, and these 
did not arrive at maturity when the people commenced 
to use them, which now causes them to be dear and 
scarce. Newtownhamilton D. — The bad yield of the 
various crops this year is owing to the wet, bad season 
which has had such a serious influence on this cold, 
mountainous locality, which is almost destitute of 
shelter. PortadownD. — The crops in this district are 
about an average, except potatoes, which have suffered 
severely owing to wet weather. The hay crop is veiy 
abundant, and far above the average. NTewry D . — 
Potato crop bad, owing to wet summer. 

Cavan County. BailieboroughD. — fconsiderthebad 
yield of the various crops this year may be attributed 
to the cold, wet, sunless summer coupled with a bad 
system of agriculture in this district. BaUyjamesdyff 
B . — There is scarcely any wheat in this district. 
There is a very fair yield of oats, but not so large as 
was anticipated. The expectations of the people with 
regal'd to this crop have not been realized. Late sow- 
ing and want of ripening weather have militated 
against it, and there is very considerable disappoint- 



ment with reference to oats. Barley, bere, lye, beans, 
and pease are scarcely ever sown in this district. In 
a small portion of the district the potatoes are a fair 
crop, but in the greater portion, the people view them 
as a half crop, or scarcely a half crop. The late plant- 
ing owing to the wetness of the spring, and the general 
wetness of the season combined with want of heat, 
operated greatly to the disadvantage of this crop. 
Influenced by last year’s results, the people had 
confidence in the late setting of potatoes, but they 
have been disappointed, and even in the “ Champions ” 
they are losing confidence. The blight, I am informed, 
sot in much earlier this year than last year. Turnips 
and mangolds are a fair crop, but not so good as last 
year. Carrots and vetches are very little sown in this 
district. Cabbage is a fair crop, so is rape, Flax is 
generally a fair crop. There is a large quantity of hay 
in the country. It was a good crap this year, although 
a considerable quantity of the early meadows (first crop) 
was deteriorated by the great fall of rain. Cavan 
D. — The biul yield in the crops was caused by the 
weather being so wet. Kilieshandra D . — It appears 
to be the general feeling among the farmers in this dis- 
trict that the crops have not realized an average this 
year. There was every prospect of good returns until 
the storms of wind and rain, which occurred last Sep- 
tember. Hay was abifndant and good. Of grain crops 
wehaveliardly any, except oats, which this year has been 
fairly good, though much injured by rains. Champion 
potatoes, much cultivated in this district, are small but 
fairly good. The crop is hardly up to the average. 
Swanlinbar D. — The less than average yield of crops 
in this mountainous district was principally caused by 
the very wet summer. A large amount of damage being 
done by two storms of almost unprecedented violence. 

Donegal County. Ardara D. — The crops o f this 
district in general have yielded badly this year, in my 
opinion owing to the dampness of the soil, occasioned 
by a wet season, which caused the harvest to be late — 
so late that it was exposed to the storm of the 1st inst., 
which tossed and injured the outlying crops very 
much. The damp season is the principal cause of the 
potato crop being so bad, and the system of agriculture 
practised in this district is very inferior. BaMy- 
shannon D. — The rates of produce of the various crops 
in this district are this year up to the average. The 
difference of the yield in the various electoral divisions 
is due to the nature of the land, some of which is wild 
mountain and bog. Bunco-ana £>■ — The yield this 
season was slightly under the average,, owing to tbe 
wet season. - Garndonagh D. — I consider the incle- 
ment weather for the past few months exercised a 
very deteriorating influence on most craps. The re- 
cent storm did much injury to the hay and corn. The 
wet season injured the potatoes, which, as a general 
rule, are a bad crop, being mostly very undersized. 
Bunfanaghy D. — The cause of the bad yield in the 
potato crop is attributed to the blight, coming a month 
earlier than previous years; also the constant rain. 
The bad yield in the corn crop is owing to the late 
storm. Dungloe D . — There is a great decrease m the 
potato crop, and the cause of it is attributed to tbe 
wetness of the summer. AH the other crops were not 
properly saved, owing to the wetness of the harvest 
and a recent storm. Letterkenny D.— The want of 
warm weather in summer to ripen the crops contri- 
buted in a great measure to the shortness of the re- 
turns. Farmers who have properly cultivated and 
saved their crops are not so badly off. It is the poorer 
classes in mountainous districts who, through excessive 
indolence, suffer. Most of their crops are at present 
in stook, and only a few days back I saw them cutting 
their com and grass. The potato crop is very bad m 
many places. Moville D. — I am of . opinion that the 
average yield in the various crops in this district is 
greatly under that of last year, particularly the potato 
crop, which is attributable, I believe, to the wet 
season. Raphoe D. — The only reason I can assign for 
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Province op bad yield of crops is the absence of timely and proper 
ulster. cultivation in preparing the soil, insufficient or un- 
suitable manure, and, when the crop is growing, in- 
attention to weeding. The potato crop this year has 
suffered very much, in consequence of the constant 
rains ; and while on the whole the crop promised to 
bo a fair one, the two-thirds of it appear to be affected 
with rot. The oats crop has also suffered much from 
rain and the lateness of the season ; and while the 
crop promised to be a good one, the yield has been 
much diminished, owing to the severity of the harvest. 
The turnip crop lias also suffered from the continuous 
rains. Rathmullcn D. — -The potato crop in this district 
is not at all good, and the great deci-ease in the yield 
is attributed to the wet season, and the blight having- 
set in early. The other crops are very fair. 

Down County. Banbridge D. — I believe there was 
a d iminu tion in the potato crop, owing to the wetness 
of the season, which caused a great number to rot. 
Turnips and green crops generally are not up to the 
average. There was a good show of leaf, and the crops 
promised well ; but, owing to want of heat, the roots 
did not develop. Flax promised a good crop, but got 
wet during the spreading season, and as a result it is 
not up to the average quality. There was a good re- 
turn of oats, but, unfortunately, there was not heat 
enough to ripen it quickly ; and - in general this year’s 
oats is of a very soft quality. There is a capital re- 
turn of hay, and some bright, warm weather came 
just at the time of saving a good portion of it. The 
Storm of 1st October did a great deal of harm to both 
hay and oats. Downpatrick D. — The hay and grain 
crops are an average in this district this year, The 
latter have not been all well saved, owing to the in- 
clement weather, to which cause may be traced the 
partial failure of the potato crop. In a country with 
a climate so variable as that of Ireland, failures of the 
potato crop will keep pace with the weather. The 
great attention paid by some fanners to proper clean- 
ing, manure, and frequent changes of seed, well repays 
them ; but, as a rule, there is very little attention 
paid to these simple but very important matters. 
Dewtovmards D.— The potato crop was bad this year - , 
owing to the damp weather and the rot. Turnips' 
wheat, and flax considered a fair average crop. Hay 
bad, owing to the wet, and the difficulty of saving it. 
Oats considered a good crop, as the weather was suit- 
able for it. Ruthfriland D. — The following is the re- 
sult of inquiries and my own observations regarding 
the crops in this district Oats grew a fair crop, but 
was seriously damaged by the constant rain and storm, 
lotatoes are a complete failure, in a great measure 
owing to the wet season. Champions were better 
than any other description of potatoes. Skerry blues 
we almost of no value. The turnip and mangel- 
wurzel crop is inferior in quality and quantity, owing 
to the wet season. Flax grew a fair crop, but is Tin , 
productive, owing to the difficulty experienced saving 
it and prices were iow. Hay has been light : some of it 
still remains in the fields. 

Fermanagh County. Derrygonnelly D. — Mangel- 
wurzel and turnips were this year in my district very 
indifferent crops— in places almost total failures. Hay 
was a fairly abundant crop, but much of it has been 
badly saved. The oat crop was nearly an average one 
as regards quantity, but in quality is inferior : and 
the potatoes are less than half a crop. The price of 
oats is about a fourth less than it was this time last 
year; and potatoes, which were only 3 d. per stone 
this time last year, are now from 7 d. to 8 d. per stone 
The reason assigned for the partial failure of the crops 
is the almost continuous rain, the absence of sun and 
particularly as regards oats, the frequent storms.' 
Lnniskdlen D. — The crops in this district are mostly 
under the average, which, I believe, is caused by un- 
favourable weather. Mesh D.~ The only crop on which 
I could venture to give any opinion is that of the 
potato, which has seriously fallen off this year, and is

The oat crop suffered greatly by the storm of 1st 
Octoher it being almost completely shelled in some 
parts of the district owing to the violence of the storm 
Limavadg D.~ As regards the yield of crops in this 
distuct I do not think there are any observations to be 
made, as I believe they were average. The potato 
crop may not be as abundant as last year, but I think it 
will prove to be nearly, if not altogether, an average 
As regards the saving of the crops, the weather has not 
been as favourable perhaps as the farmers would have 
desu-ed. Londonderry City D. — The yield of the various 
crops in tins district is not good, which is attributed 
to the wet unseasonable spring and harvest, together 
with disease in the potato crop, which set in early 
Magherafelt D. - The bad yield of the flax, oats, wheat' 
turnips, and mangold crops was due to the rainy sea- 
soa Potate were very bad in this distinct, owing to 
the blight having come upon them earlier this season 
tlmn it usually does. Hay was considered a good crop, 
owing to the favourable summer weather. 

Monaghan County. Camclanacross D . — Although 
grain crops suffered from the lateness of the season by 
being caught in the storm that raged in this district 
on the 1st October, before such crops were removed 
from the fields ; still, on the whole, these crops are a 
fair yield. The potato crop is far below the average, 
and is scarce and dear in this district — the price at 
present being 8 d. per stone. The cause of the bad 
yield was the wetness of the past summer, and want 
of heat and sunshine, so necessary for the favourable 
development of the potato crop. In this district the 
potato crop, as a whole, is not sufficiently manured, or 
weeded : and I regret to say that in this flax-growing dis- 
trict, the flax water — a most valuable liquid manure — 
is allowed to run completely to waste, or rather do 
harm, when it might be utilized by being taken up and 
spilled on the land in harvest. The benefit derived 
from the small quantity that gets on the fields where 
flax is spread, is conclusive evidence of the value of 
this neglected source of profit to the farmer. Clones 
D - — The crops in ■ this district very good, except 
potatoes and green crops, which are below the average, 
and the cause attributed for the bad yield is the damp 
season. Monaghan D . — The crops in this district are, 

I believe, considerably under the average, owing to the 
wet season. 

Tyrone County. Aughnacloy D. — I beg to say that 
in general through this district the crops were fairly 
average except the potato which may be taken as a 
general failure owing to the continued wet. Flax 
was a fair crop, and with the exception of what was 
“ spread ” at the time of the great storm, was well 
saved. The general character, however, of this crop 
in this neighbourhood is poor owing to overcropping. 
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gudi oats as was standing at the time of the storm 
suffered greatly, being literally threshed by the wind. 
The hay crop was good, but an immense quantity was 
lost through floods, and being unable to save it when 
out. Several fanners lost very considerably by the 
lowlands being flooded. Flax, oats, and potatoes, 
f on a the staple crops of this part of the country. Com- 
paratively little wheat, beaus, &c., are sown. The 
green crops are average. Coolcstown D. — The cause 
of the bad yield in the crops this year, particularly 
the potato crop, is the continual wet season. Dun- 
gannon D. — The potato crop is not a good one this 
year owing to the wet season. As a proof that this 
is correct, the potatoes are better in hilly dry land, 
than in the flat country. A good deal of the corn 
crop suffered by the storm in lands where the 
crop was not cut down. The other green crops are 



fair. The old seed potatoes (White Rocks, Skerries, Province of. 
&c.), are a total failure. The Champions are a fair Ulster. ... 
crop. Omagh D. — I consider the dampness of the " 

season has caused the bad return of crops. • Newtown - 
stewart D. — The cause of the failure in the potato 
crop (Champions (excepted), was the wet spring* 
late getting of them in, and the blight coming on 
before they came to their growth. It has af- 
fected the turnip crop in the same way. The wet 
season — the storm on Sunday, 1st October last, did 
a great damage to the corn crop, both uncut and in 
stoolcs in the fields.

D. — The decrease in the produce of the various crops 
this year is attributable to its being a wet season, 
generally.

Galway County. Athenry D. — The reasons assigned 
for the bad yield of the various crops in the electoral 
divisions of this district are as follows : — Oats injured 
by storms before being gathered into the farm-yards. 
Potatoes injured by early blight, caused by the wet 
season, and in some cases bad seed and late sowing. 
Hay was the only crop that gave a fail - yield ; but in 
some cases the yield was bad, owing to poor and 
rocky land. The yield of the other crops average that 
of former seasons. BaUinasloe D. — As a rule, the yield 
of the various crops in this district has been good, 
with the exception of the potato crop, and perhaps 
hay. The hay crop, too, was good ; but in consequence 
of the constant i-ain in the early part of the autumn 
the quality has been deteriorated. With regard to 
the potato crop, the “ Champion” has withstood the 
blight, and given good yield ; but most of the other 
descriptions of potatoes are a poor crop, having in 
general succumbed to the blight which followed the 
constant rain of autumn. Olifden D. — The' yield of 
the crops in this district was much the same as usual, 
except die potato crop, which was not an average 
yield, on account of the wet weather. Dunmore D . — 
The crops in general are not as good this year as they 
were last year, owing to very unfavourable weather 
during the summer and harvest Galway D. — The 
probable cause of die decrease in the yield of the 
various crops in this district is attributable to the wet 
bad weather which existed during the summer months, 
just when the crops made their appearance above 
ground. Still farmers in this district are pretty well 
satisfied with this year’s crops. Gort D. — The bad 
yield in the potato crop in the several electoral divi- 
sions in this district is due to die wet weather. In 
the other crops there is no change in the yield beyond 
other years. Headford D. — The wheat, oats, and 
barley crops were good, also the potato and turnip 
crop. I believe the cause of the improvement in these 
crops is to be attributed to the industry of the people 
and a favourable season. The hay crop has suffered a 
loss in the saving from the heavy rain that came at 
that time. Letter/rack D. — The yield of the various 
crops has been fair in this district, and there does not 
appear to be any observations of interest to be made 
in this case. Loughrea Bast D — The deficiency in 
the potato crop is attributed to the wetness of the 
seasons and the early setting in of the blight. The 
wet retarded the early planting in spring, and pre- 
vented the sunshine and heat, so necessary for the 
growth, in the mondis of June and July. There was 
a very good return of com and hay ; but much damage 
was done to these crops by the storm of the 1st 
October. Loughrea West D. — Very little tillage of 
any kind is carried on in this county, owing to the 
prevalence of grass farms. Potatoes are cultivated 
pretty generally, and this year the produce of that 
crop is scarcely up to previous years. This is accounted 
for by an unfavourable spring, which delayed the plant- 
mgof the crop, and by the early appearance of the blight. 



Hay and oats are fairly abundant ; but the violent 
wind which set in on 1st October did a vast amount 
of damage to these crops. Moylough D. — The bad 

yield of the various crops in this distinct this year is 
attributable to the unpropitiousness of the weather at 
seed time and harvest. The late storm did a great deal 
of damage co the oat crop, a large proportion of which 
had not been gathered in at the time — some being 
uncut and more in stooks in the fields. The stoolcs 
were blown about, thus shedding the grain ; while, as 
regards the unreapecl portion of the crop, little was 
left but straw. "Were it not for this, oats would have 
yielded fairly this year. Hay suffered severely also 
by the storm. Many persons lost large quantities, 
while the quality of what remained and was gathered, 
in was much damaged by exposure to rain. Oughtei'- 
ard D. — This is not a good district for agricultural 
purposes. The crops sowed this year are veiy fair, - 
and, whilst the potato crop is not as good as last year, 
yet it is very good. "Very little turnips have been 
sown. The hay crop is good. Turf is not good gener- 
ally ; a quantity of it remains out on the bogs, 
owing to the wet weather. Portumna D. — All the 
crops in this district in the early season promised to 
be more than an average, especially oats, hay, and 
potatoes. The latter end of the season proved very 
unfavom-able for the ripening and saving of crops, and 
the great rains and storms we have recently expe- 
rienced have reduced these crops, I should say, below 
an average, and has very much deteriorated them in 
quality as well as quantity. The same may be said of 
all grain crops, and even of green crops, which appear 
to be of a very inferior quality in most cases. This is 
attributable, I should say, to the incessant cold rains 
we experienced lately. Roundstone D. — The yield of 
the various crops in this district has been pretty much 
the same as last year, with the exception of "the 
potato crop, which, has not been so good as last year, 
owing principally to the wet season, and the crop 
having been sown in low lands generally. Tua/m D . — 
The low average yield of the various crops is, in my; 
opinion, attributable to a want of manure, which 
appears to be very scarce, and to the fact that 
the land is cropped year after year without being 
allowed to lie fallow. Woodford D. — There is a 
decrease in all crops this year, owing to wet season, 
and to the effect of the recent storm on the grain 
crop. 

Leitrim County. Ballinamore D. — -There is a 
general deficiency in all crops throughout this district 
for present year, owing to the cold and wet season. 
Ccvrrick-on-Shannon D. — The various crops in this 
district are not so good in yield as they were last year, 
owing to the wet season. Oats promised to be a good 
crop, but owing to the harvest being so wet, the yield 
was not so good — nor the quality of the grain — as in 
past years. Turnips, in dry upland, was a fair crop. 
Yery little wheat sown in this district, except a small

The cause of this is attributed to the bad and 
very wet season, and the planting in same soil as last 
year of same crop. Also, there exists a belief amongst 
farmers that the using of artificial manure (guano, &c.) 
has also operated to this end. The oat crop, which is 
almost the only grain crop sown in this locality, has 
done very well, the average produce being almost as 
good as last year ; but the quality is not quite so good 
which is attributed to the wet season. Battina D . — 
The decrease in the various crops this year is attri- 
butable to the wet season, the early attack of the 
blight on the potato crop, and the severe storm of the 
1st ult. BaUinrobe D. — The probable cause of the 
bad yield of the potato and grain crop in this district 
is the wetness of the season, particularly the early part 
of it. BelmvXlet D. — The only cause assigned for the 
poor yield in the various crops, especially oats, is the 
wetness of the season, rain having a particularly in- 
jurious effect on the boggy land of this part of the 
country.

Oats was. lodged by rain and storm at the time it was 
commencing to ripen, and hence the produce is not good.
